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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Richard  Murray  Hospital  Joint  Board. 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937. 

The  Joint  Board  was  glad  to  associate  itself  with  the  general 
celebrations  which  were  held  throughout  the  country  in  honour  of 
the  Coronation  of  their  Majesties  King  George  VI  and  Queen 
Elizabeth . 

The  absence  of  the  Chairman  from  the  meetings  of  the  Joint 
Board  during  the  year  owing  to  indisposition  is  regretted. 

Several  changes  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the  Joint  Board. 
Councillors  P.  Carr,  S.  Lawther,  J.  T.  Sterling,  A.  Tucker,  and 
J.  Walton  were  succeeded  on  the  Board  by  Councillors  G.  A.  H. 
Cameron,  J.  T.  Carter,  T.  Keeler,  G.  P.  Kell  and  J.  Mascall. 

The  Board  learned  with  regret  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Harold 
Jevons,  D.L.,  late  Clerk  of  the  County  Council,  which  occurred 
on  the  7th  May,  1937.  Though  Mr.  Jevons  was  not  actively  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Joint  Board  he  was  always  willing  to  advise  its 
members  on  any  matters  of  doubt  or  difficulty  which  were  referred 
to  him. 

The  Board  regrets  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Nattrass 
which  occurred  on  the  28th  March,  1937.  Mr.  Nattrass  had  been 
Handyman  at  the  hospital  since  it  was  taken  over  by  the  Joint 
Board  in  1922.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  E.  Oxley,  of  West- 
wood,  who  took  up  duty  on  the  24th  May,  1937. 
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The  new  medical  arrangements  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  2nd  January,  1937,  for  a  trial  period  of  twelve  months, 
have  proved  highly  satisfactory  and  have  been  renewed  for  a 
further  year.  Dr.  John  Hunter’s  services  as  temporary  House 
Surgeon  terminated  on  the  31st  March,  1937,  and  he  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  K.  Tatz  who  commenced  duty  on  the  1st  April,  1937.  Dr. 
Tatz  remained  at  the  hospital  until  10th  January,  1938,  when 
Dr.  N.  Frank,  of  Glasgow,  took  his  place. 


The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the 
3^ear  was  732  which  represents  an  increase  of  51  over  the  previous 
year,  but  a  decrease  of  190  as  compared  with  the  year  1935.  Of 
these  admissions  527  patients  were  admitted  to  the  surgical  wards 
and  205  to  the  maternity  wards.  The  average  duration  of  stay 
per  patient  was  9.7  days  in  the  surgical  wards,  and  10.2  days  in 
the  maternity  wards.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  13.2 
and  13.3  days  respectively. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  operations  performed, 
the  number  being  789  as  compared  with  704  during  the  previous 
year,  but  during  1935  the  operations  totalled  926. 


In  the  maternity  wards  162  babies  were  born  to  157  mothers, 
there  being  five  cases  of  twin  birth.  The  number  of  births  during 
the  previous  year  was  123,  while  during  1935  the  number  was  171. 
The  alterations  to  the  maternity  unit  referred  to  in  my  last  report 
have  now  been  completed  and  are  contributing  to  the  better  working 
of  this  section  of  the  hospital’s  services. 


Twenty-one  deaths  occurred  in  the  hospital  during  the  year 
representing  a  death-rate  of  2.87%  of  the  admissions  as  compared 
with  1.7%  in  the  year  1936  and  2.3%  in  1935.  Twenty  of  these 
deaths  occurred  in  the  surgical  wards  and  one  in  the  maternity 
wards. 
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The  number  of  out-patient  attendances  during  the  year  was 
2,862,  this  being  a  decrease  on  the  two  previous  years,  when  the 
attendances  were  3,360  and  3,025  respectively.  The  number  of 
patients  attending  for  the  first  time  was  996,  which  is  an  increase 
of  225  over  the  previous  year. 

In  the  X-ray  department  825  radiograms  were  taken  as  com¬ 
pared  with  707  in  the  previous  year,  and  872  in  1935. 

The  number  of  treatments  in  the  massage  department  during 
the  year  was  821  showing  a  decrease  of  90  on  the  previous  year 
and  of  400  in  1935.  It  ought  to  be  mentioned  here  that  this  work 
is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Joan  Simon,  who  has,  for  a  number 
of  years,  acted  as  Honorary  Masseuse  at  the  hospital.  One  cannot  be 
too  grateful  for  the  voluntary  services  which  she  has  rendered  to 
the  hospital,  and  the  Joint  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  publicly 
expressing  its  thanks  to  Miss  Simon  for  her  valuable  help  during 
another  year. 

With  a  viewr  to  helping  the  medical  work  of  the  hospital  a 
special  sub-committee  of  the  Board  is  considering  the  question  of 
improving  the  hot  water  supply,  the  heating  of  the  wards,  the 
provision  of  ward  sterilizers,  etc.,  but  their  final  recommendations 
have  not  yet  been  made. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  approved  the  hospital  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  tuberculosis  for  a  further  period  expiring  on  the  31st 
December,  1938. 

Arising  from  a  request  made  in  January,  1936,  to  the  News 
Chronicle  Wireless  for  Hospitals  Fund  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
this  organisation  has  installed  in  the  hospital  a  new  wiring  system, 
new  headphones  throughout,  and  new  loudspeakers  where  needed, 
at  no  cost  to  the  Board.  A  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  particularly 
fine  installation  which  this  Fund  has  provided,  the  lay-out  and  work¬ 
manship  are  excellent,  and  the  execution  of  the  scheme  would  be 
difficult  to  surpass. 
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The  Special  Appeals  Committee  and  the  Hospital  Auxiliary 
Committee  have  continued  their  good  work  on  behalf  of  the  hospital 
and  their  efforts  have  resulted  in  considerable  sums  of  money  being 
raised.  The  amount  raised  by  the  Special  Appeals  Committee 
during  1937  amounted  to  £125,  and  by  the  Hospital  Auxiliary 
Committee,  £664.  These  latter  contributions  are  from  workmen 
and  employees  of  the  different  firms  and  organisations  in  Consett 
and  Blackhill.  The  hospital  has  again  benefited  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Walton  Bowl  Competition  which  this  year  raised  the  sum  of 
£10.  For  this  invaluable  help  the  Board  is  very  grateful.  Further, 
the  hospital  has  been  well  supported  by  many  organisations  and 
individuals  during  another  year,  and  their  kind  help  is  hereby 
publicly  acknowledged. 

The  work  of  the  Linen  League  has  continued  during  the  year, 
and  our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  them  for  their  devoted  services 
on  behalf  of  the  hospital. 

To  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  way  during  the  year  the  Board 
tenders  its  most  sincere  thanks. 

Appended  hereto  are  the  reports  of  the  Consulting  Surgeon, 
the  Consulting  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist,  the  Matron  and 
the  Honorary  Treasurer’s  financial  statement. 


In  conclusion ,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  grateful  to  all  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  Joint  Board  for  their  kind  assistance  during  the 
year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CONSULTING  OBSTETRICIAN 
AND  GYNAECOLOGIST. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Joint  Board  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Obstetrical  and  Gynaecological  Department  at  the 
Richard  Murray  Hospital  for  the  year  1937. 

700  Obstetrical  and  Gynaecological  attendances  were  recorded 
in  the  out-patient  department  during  the  year  under  review,  while 
146  booked  and  19  emergency  obstetrical  cases,  25  cases  of  abortion 
and  62  gynaecological  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  and 
received  treatment.  162  babies  were  born  to  157  mothers. 

The  value  of  the  newly  instituted  post-natal  clinic  does  not 
yet  seem  to  have  been  fully  appreciated,  the  attendance  being 
very  unsatisfactory.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MATRON. 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  1937. 

NURSING  STAFF. — The  number  remains  the  same,  though 
there  have  been  changes  in  the  personnel  during  the  year.  Sister 
Reading  resigned  her  post  as  maternity  ward  sister  in  September, 
and  Miss  E.  Swinburne,  who  had  been  staff  nurse  here,  was  appointed 
sister  in  her  place.  Nurse  Hanlon,  who  was  staff  nurse  on  the  surgical 
floor,  was  appointed  staff  nurse  in  the  maternity  wards. 

This  has  been  a  difficult  year  to  work  the  maternity  department 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  mid  wives.  We  have  for  ten  months 
worked  with  only  temporary  mid  wives  replacing  for  short  periods 
the  permanent  one  I  have  not  been  able  to  secure.  The  staff  have 
taken  on  the  extra  work  without  grumbling,  and  I  feel  very  grateful 
to  them. 

* 

With  a  view  to  attracting  suitable  midwives  an  improved  scale 
of  salaries  was  adopted  by  the  Board  which  is  similar  to  that  in 
force  at  the  County  Council’s  Maternity  Home  at  Bishop  Auckland. 
Likewise,  the  salaries  of  the  other  members  of  the  nursing  staff 
have  been  brought  into  line  with  those  paid  to  the  nursing  staffs 
employed  at  County  institutions. 

DOMESTIC  STAFF. — The  number  remains  the  same,  but 
there  have  been  some  changes. 

LAUNDRY. — With  the  new  machine  recently  installed  this 
department  is  working  satisfactorily. 

HOUSEKEEPING. — The  average  number  of  persons  fed 
during  the  year  per  day  was  52.5.  The  average  cost  of  feeding  per 
head  per  day  was  1/1J. 

EGG  WEEK. — This  was  very  satisfactory,  and  the  total  number 
collected  was  8,560  ;  of  these,  7,000  were  preserved  and  they  have 
lasted  us  and  will  see  us  through  the  expensive  egg  period. 
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Jam  and  Marmalade. — We  made  sufficient  jam  and  marma¬ 
lade  to  last  us  all  the  year.  A  large  amount  of  jam  was  made  from 
fruit  grown  in  our  own  garden. 

EQUIPMENT  AND  RENEWALS. — Replacements  of  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.,  have  been  made  and  all  equipment  is  in  good  condition. 

LINEN  LEAGUE. — The  ladies  associated  with  the  Linen 
League  continue  their  support  and  help  very  substantially  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  renewing  clothing  and  ward  linen. 

FRIGIDAIRE. — This  continues  to  work  very  well. 

THE  SPECIAL  APPEALS  COMMITTEE  continues  to  be 
exceedingly  useful  to  us. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  with  great  pleasure  the  help  I  have 
received  from  the  staff  of  the  hospital,  from  the  members  of  the 
Joint  Board  and  from  the  many  friends  of  the  hospital  who  continue 
to  support  it  so  willingly.
